‘One Interesting point demonstrated 
In Mr, Hayman's story is that these

means’ of Keeping them together. 
How far they really rogarded their 
foreign ceptives as imperialist spies 
it is diMeult to say; the phrase was| 
probably Invented for the purpose of 
Justifying their detention of the pris- 
oners.

GOOD ADVICE 


It is to be hoped that the students 
who are agitating against the northern 
autonomy movement will be fully 
apprised of the significance of the 
ite telegram which General Chiang 
Kal-shek has sent to Dr. Li Teng-hul 
president of the Futan University. 
‘The.sympathy which General Chiang, 
feels for the students will be under- 
stood by all who have watched re- 
cent happenings in the north, but 
there are occasions when such proper 
enthusiasms, a that which dominate 
the young agaltators, may have an 
effect completely different trom that 
whieh they anticlpate. ‘That is the 
reason why General Chiang suggests 
that the young people should return 
to thelr studies, in order to relieve 
him of anxlely on their behalf. ‘Their 
opinions he accepted, the nation was 
not yet past its critical stage, and 
he emphasized that he was actuated 
with the same spirit of patriotism as| 
they were. Up to the present the 
[demonstrators have behaved with ad- 
mirable restraint, and a certain 
amount of discipline all of which has 
tended to remove much danger of 
disorder, but it is necessary that they 
and their leaders should realize that 
such movements as this present one 
always give opportunities for sub- 
versive elements to create incidents 
which may prove exceedingly em- 
Darrassing to the authorities. Having 
now evinced their displeasure at the 
way In which things are moving in 
the north, and shown how completely 
they are ‘behind the government,

would contribute greatly to the

CALM AFTER THE STORM

of calmness which enables a careful

Journal has revealed. Whether any- 
thing is to be gained by seizing the 
railways, paralyzing tramfle and 
Jdiminishing revenues by interfering 
with normal operations jn an effurt 
to make a personal appeal to the 
Nanking Government is problom- 
atical, “Youth in China, as in any 
other country, does not always realize 
the practical side of things and often 
‘allows judgment to be swayed by 
‘misguided enthusiasm. The cost of the 
stoppage on the —Nanking-Shanghai 
Railway last week is estimated at 
$300,000 which represents an income 
[which the Government Railways can 
Hl afford to lose. Figures of other lines, 
Jare not available but the total cannot 
be inconsiderable. Sympathisers with 
the student cause will, therefore, 
welcome the more peaceful form of 
{their activities which are a return to 
‘studies and the abstention from 
parades and demonstrations likely to 
fend in conflict with the authorities 
Any form of protest can be made to 
{the Government by less violent means. 
|As Mayor Wu Te-chen informed them 
‘2 week ago, orderly demonstrations 
actuated by’ real patriotism are ‘a 
powerful means of expressing the 
[views of the people, but irresponsible 
Jaction should not be contemplated or 
permitted to take place.

CHINA LECTURES 


A courte of four public lectures on 
Chinere Art and History in prer 
tion for the Exhibition of Chinese 
‘Act was recently given at Westtield 
College, University of London, in aid 
of the College Building Fund. ‘The 
forge audiences that came from all 
‘over London testify to the very real 
fand intelligent interest that is be 
faken in the exhibition and the d 
sire to learn something of the ancient 
culture of China during these months. 
‘The lecture began with an_introdue- 
tion to the subject by Sir E. Denisor 
Ross, director of the School 
Oriental Studies, on “How the most 
famous Book of Travel came to be 
written,” and in company with 
Mareo Polo, the audience were car- 
ried over 10 China of the 14th cen- 
tury, lived in ils imperial palaces and 
journeyed back on the long se” 
voyage to Italy again. In the second 
lecture, Mr. Laurence Binyon, late 
Keeper of Prints and Drawings at 
the British Museum, iustrated some 
of the treasures of ‘Chinese painting 
‘and in beautiful language made clear 
from them how widely the Chinese 
‘conception of man's place in nature 
Giffers from that of the Western 
frtist. The Rev. E.R. Hughes, 
Reader in Chinese in the University 
of Oxford, in the third lecture gave 
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a masterly survey of the political 
and social conditions prevailing at 
the time of Confucious and during 
the five hundred years following on 
his teaching, showing the gradual ex- 
pansion and change in the toachings 
of his diselples as Confucianism be- 
came a state religion. Finally ..Mr- 
Bernard Rackham, Keeper of the 
Department of Ceramics, Victoria and 
Albert Muscum, jMustrated a most 
informative and lucld lecture on 
Chinese pottery and porcelain by 
‘magnificent lantern slides showing the 
gradual evolution and change In the 
eeramie art from the pre-Tang period 
to the present day.

“The murder of Mr, Tang Yu-jen, 
following so closely upon the at- 
tempted assassination of Mr. Wang 
Ching-wel, and especially in view 
of the close association of the two 
men, is a matter of very grave con: 
cern, It had been hoped that the 
political assassination which had 
died down considerably. in recent 
years had been completely ended, 
but these two incidents indicate the 
‘existence of a body of men who will, 
be baulked by no obstacle to the at- 
tainment of their political desires. 
It seems clear from the reports to 
hand that the crime was cominitted 
by a group of Chinese, and until 
further investigations have been 
made, which, it is hoped, will lead 
to the arrest and conviction of the 
culprits, it would be idle to 





speculate as to which particular 
group they belonged. Mr. Tang was

It seoms clear from the report 
submitted to the League of Nations 
fon reconstruction in this country by 
the late Dr, Robert Haas, whe was: 
"Technical Liaison Officer of the

jcign technical experts from giving! 
of their best has been removed with 
the creation of the National’ 
Economic Council. This was the 
tendency to regard foreign experts 
s the appointees of some particular | 
ministry or individual, and perhaps | 
lan extravagance on the part of that 
ministry or individual that his suc- 
[cessors would repudiate. The result} 
|was that much valuable advice was 
[committed to paper and the paper’ 
then committed to pigeon-holes 
where it mouldered in disregard. 
With a co-ordinating body, con- 
‘trolling and inspiring the recon- 
[struction movement throughout the) 
country as is the National Economic 
‘Council and its Advisory Committee, | 
extraordinary progress has been 
made. Experts’ reports have been 
jgiven their due merit and acted 
lupon. ‘The hard facts of science, 
which ore the same in China cs in 
Britain or in ‘Timbuctoo, have been 
mad: use of in circumstances: 
ladapted 10 local conditions. ‘There 
has beon no blind copying; there has 
been instead a blending of the 
matorial discoveries of the west 
‘with the needs of the more mystical 
jcast that is a striking testimony to| 
the vitality of this great people. ‘The 
general remarks of Dr. Haas’ report 
might be classified under three main 
headings: first, inspiration; second, 
jexperimentation; and third, League 
lco-operation. Perhaps the most re- 
markable to the dweller in the 
"Treaty Ports who has not had the

|work being done in the interior, is 
the first. ‘The Government In Nan- 
king and the Governors of the prov- 
finces have alike realised the im- 
portance of reconstruction, both 
rural and otherwise.

‘That| 
lis why much of the reconstruction 
jin China to-day, progressive though 
it is, is still in the stage of groping 
forward. There are experiments in 
Jnew methods of road transport; new 
kinds of fuels; in managed economy 
Jembracing sometimes whole pro 
inces, as in the case of Kwangsi 
‘experimental rural hygiene areas 
Jand localized trials of mass educa- 
tion systems, to mention only a few. 
It is, of course, esseritial for the 
Jsuccess of these experiment: that 
there should be some central cleat 
ing house for the results achieved, if 
[duplication of efrorsand failures is| 
to be avoided. And one of the most 
loncouraging signs Dr. Haas perceived 
in his survey of this country was the 
growth of these research centres, 
]where information is exchanged and 
Jexamined and schemes are for- 
mulated whereby costly mistakes 
Jean be avoided in future. Dr. Haas 
regarded, nevertheless, the devising 
‘of means for keeping the Central 
Government in close touch with the 
provinces over these experiments, as 
Jone of the main tasks facing the 
nation’s rulers. Here, also, he saw 
Jan opening for increased League co- 
operation. 

‘There can be no doubt that the 
Jcreation of bureaux to exchange and 
Jstuds information as to the success 
Jor otnerwise of experiments carried 
‘out Jn so vast a country as China is 
a major problem. But only es an 
organization for such an exchange 
is made efficient, can the werk of 
reconstruction be speeded up. 
Already there is evidence that much 
is being done to build up such an| 
Jorganization, and those who have 
been working to this end—working 
‘on a task that must necessarily keep 
‘them in the background and denies 
them the fame of immediate achieve- 
Jment—deserve every commendation. 
‘The League of Nations has a nu 
ber of bureaux collecting informa- 
tion from many countries and has| 
reduced this branch of its organiza- 
tion to a fine point of perfection. 
‘The experience so gathered should 
Ibe of great value to those wo are 
attempting to build up similar 
bureaux out here, and the assistance 
lof experts from Genova should be 
welcomed. As Dr. Haat has 
streseed in his report, there need be 
no fear of infringement by League 
experts on the fields of internal 
policy or external relations. ‘The 
impulse for reconstruction in China 
is on a deoper plane than that on 
which daily political developments 
occur and cannot be seriourly af- 
fected by them for long. With the 
reconstruction programme in the 
foretront of China's national policy 
and with a steadily increasing en- 
thusiasm among China's own people’ 
to further it, the way scems free for 
progeess. ‘External interference 
‘may cause temporary changes in the 
programme but it cannot wreck it. 
It fs a difficult programme, but not 
fa hopeless ono, and a national wil? 
ingness to pull together, escacw* ; 
disappointment when results seam 
slow in coming, should see !t to its 
ultimate success.

‘A review of the debates in the

A RETROSPECT 
Dee, St. 

‘The year which is closing has 
been one of the most eventful in 
the recent history of China, not. per= 
haps quite so exciting as some of 
the previous years, but nevertheless 
jsuMciently stivving to make the 
observer wonder what was going to 
lhappen next. Latest occurrences do 
not tend to make any change in 
that state of mind. ‘The end of 
January saw the Japanese busy 
in Chahar when some of their troops 
attacked one of the passes between 
Kalgan and Kupeikow. The matter 
was eventually settled by a verbal 
Jarrangement which practically de~ 
militarized the area in dispute both 
Japanese and Chinese troops with- 
Jdvawing, Nevertheless the Japanese 
continued their policy in north 
China wresting small concessions 
from the Chinese authorities where 
large ones could not be obtained, so 
that in June General |Ho Ying- 
chin informed the Japanese authori~ 
lies in Peiping that Japenose 
demands regarding north China were 
accepted, so that General Yu Hsueh~ 
chung’s | troops were withdrawn 
from Hopei while the promise was 
‘given that all Kuomintang organiza~ 
tions in the province should be sup- 
pressed, Coincidental with this the 
Executive Yuan cireularised ps 
vineial and municipal governments 
prohibiting any movements likely 
to impair the friendly relations of 
China with other countries. Jepan 
‘ese ronin are alleged to have taken 
part in the sudden attack made by 
Jabout a couple of thousands of ir= 
regulars on Peiping, which was re~ 
pulsed, the Japanese participants 
‘being subsequently deported. Jap~ 
Janese war vessels entered Swatow 
jin September In connection with 
the seizure of Japanese boats carry~ 
i cargoes of rice which it was 
alleged had not paid duty, and the 
matter gave rise to some anxiety 
which was not alleviated, until, 
|some five weeks later, a friendly 
settlement was reached. 
Tn Shanghai the shooting, in 
November, of a Japanese marine 
created a very tense situation, 
which while it lasted was re- 
sponsible for thousands of Chinese 
foeing from Chapel to portions of 
Shanghai which they considered 
safer in view of a feared allack by 
the Japanese Janding party. ‘The 
exodus continued until the rumours:

other ports. 

How strong is the popular resent 
‘ment against the Japanese activities 
in the north may best be judged by 
two incidents which occurred to- 
wards the end of the year, when two 
Chinese leaders accused of pro- 
Japanese sympathies were | the 
Vielims of the assassins. Mr, Wang 
Ching-wei, Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, was shot at on November 1, 
after having made an inaugural 
speech at the Sixth Plenary Session 
of the Kuomintang, and wounded to 
such an extent that his recovery has 
proved to be slow. On December 
28, in Shanchal Mr. Tang Yu-jen, 
formerly Vieo-Minister for Foreign 
‘Affairs under Mr. Wang Ching-wel, 
was attacked by a number of men 
when returning {0 his home in 
Route Gaston in the French Con~ 
cession, receiving several bullet 
wounds and dying before he could 
he admitted to hospital. ‘Though the 
hute and ery has been raised for the 
capture of the assassins and a large 
reward offered for their arrest, they 
have for the time being, at least, 
seceded in evading those seeking 
them, 

‘forty in the year there wes an 
adiusiment in the relations existing 
between China proper and Man- 
choukto, when arrangements were 
made for the handling of mails to 
‘and from Manchoukuo at Shanhai- 
Kuan, while in February money 
postal order and parcel post 
fervices, toxether with telegraphic 
communication direct were re- 
instated, For a large part of the year 
General Chiong | Kai-shek was 
enmnaed in operaticns against the 
Communists, and having driven 
them from Kiangs! spent cons.der- 
‘ahle time in a campaign against 
them in Szechuen, in which prov- 
inee he also succeeded in effecting 
various reforms which should re- 
dound to the prosperity of the 
provinee, While it Is obvious that 
the Reds have not yet been com= 
pletely supnresced, there is little 
Gonbt that they have been severely 
harraesed and that thelr numbers 
have been sarlously, depleted by the 
wike methods adopting in deating 
with thore who have fallen eantive 
to the government's troops. Kwel- 
chow was also cleared of the com= 
minists who have now been 
driven well towards the north-west, 
where it seems only a question of 
time before complete subjugation 
will be effected. 

‘From a diplomatic point of view 
the year was of importanee because 
it sav’ the elevation of several 
Ledatinas to Embassies in China 
with a corresponding move regord~ 
Ine Chinese representation in the 
various countries concerned. ‘Thus 
the Japanese, British, German and 
American Ministers presented their 
evedentials as Ambassadors during 
the year, Much attention was paid 
to the visit of Sir Frederick Leith- 
Ross, Chief Economic Adviser to the 
British Government, to China to 
study the silver situation in this 
country, Having first visited Japan, 
Sir Frederick arrived in Shanghai 
to find an atmosphere of speculation 
‘and much misinformation as to the 
‘actual reasons for his visit, and 
indeed many developments which 
have occurred since he arrived kave 
deen wrongly attributed to his in- 
fluence and advice. ‘Thus he had 
only been in Shanghat about six 
weeks when the Chinese Govern- 
ment issued a series of decrees 
nationalizing silver, una substitating 
in the place of silver currency, 
managed paper currency based upon 
the purchase of securities abroad. 
‘The scheme immediately met with 
opposition from Japan, not, ap- 
parently, on the merits of the case, 
but beeause she was not consulted 
about it prior to the enforcement of 
the scheme. ‘That it has been suc 
cessful up to the present is evi 
enced by the stability of Chinese 
exchange when compared with re- 
cent movements in the price of 
silver, and there is every prospect 
that ‘under careful and wise 
handling the scheme should con- 
tinue to be successful. 

‘Space does nat permit of a longer 
review of the happenings of the: 
year, Indeed only the main points 
ean be touched upon, but, before 
closing this retrospect it is necessary 
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to refer to the undoubtedly good 
jeffect the New Life Movement, 
which is now one year and cleven 
‘months old, has had upon those dis- 
tricts where it has been loyally 
adopted and enthusiastically en- 
forced. But there are still enormous. 
problems to be faced, a fact which 
General Chiang Kai-shek em- 
phasized when in April he stated in 
an interview that following the New 
Life Movement, it is now necessary 
to embark upon the People’s 
[Economic Reconstruction Movement. 
‘There is much to be dove along 
these lines. Rural rehabilie'ion is 
still os imperative in its demand for: 
attention as ithas ever been, the re- 
form of China's copper currency 
still requires attention. ‘That there 
have been many reasons why this 
has not already been given must be 
apparent from a perusal of what has 
been written above, but it is to be 
sincerely hoped that,” when the 
many pressing problems with which 
the government is faced have been 
finally disposed of, it will be pos~ 
sible to give attention to these burn- 
ing needs for reform, and so com= 
mence that real progress towards 
prosperity, which China, because of 
her many’ sufferings in the past, is 
fully entitled to expect. ‘The out 
Yook for the future is not to be 
thought hopeless. China, like the 
rest of the world has had to face 
the depression, but unfortunately 
for her somewhat later than other 
countries, and, while at the moment 
there is not much hope to be secn 
for immediate improvement, there 
is always comfort in the thought 
that it is always darkest just before 
the dawn. 














A GLANCE ROUND 
Jan, 1. 

Last year was a momentous one in 
the history of the world, and, for all 
that is to be known at the present, 
it has sown the seeds which may 
bring forth discord and warfare, or 
that peace which is so dominant in 
the minds of many. ‘The exaggerated 
nationalism which has wrought 
so much havoc in international 
relationships was in no way 
modified, but inereased at a ti 
when the search for collective 
security was doing everything to 
prove how unjustified such nation- 
‘lism was, and how sadly it inter- 
fered with the prospects of universal 
harmony. International rivalries 
were intensified during the year; the 
munitions business improved as 
nations sought to prepare them- 








selves against the possible outbreak 


Jot war, and the old game of seek- 
Ing a* balance of power was active- 
ly pursued in the chancelleries of 
Europe, Economically there is some 
progress towards prosperity to be 
noted, though this is not so great as 
could’ be hoped for, due entirely to, 
the fact that where some nations 
such as Great Britain made 
substantial forward strides the! 
advantages so gained domestically 
‘were offset internationally by the 
decreased prosperity of other coun 
tries. Generally the reason seems 
to be the greater degree of confidence 
felt in Great Britain where a 
steady improvement has been main- 
tained for the past four years, owing 
chiefly to the stability of the 
National Government, and _ the] 
general support given ‘to it. That 
|was emphasized towards the end of 
{the year, when a general elcetion 
Inet in November resulted in Mr. 
|Stanley Baldwin's National Govern- 
ment being returned with a reduced 
majority it is true, but still sum 
ciently large, to ensure gontinuance | 
in power during the life of the 
present Parliament unless for 
eireumstances which cannot at the 
present be foreseen. 

‘Unemployment in Great Britain 
substantially decreased and at the 
present the numbers have been 
reduced to well under two 
millions. Internationally Great 
Britain had a great part to 
play, and was involved in a 
argo number of questions in which | 
the future peace of the world was 
closely involved. Early in the year | 
Franco-British proposals were form- | 
ulated looking towards the wiping | 
jout of the provisions against Ger- 
Jmany’s rearming in the Treaty of 
Versailles, her return to the League 
Jof Nations, and the conelusicn of a 
Inow agreement with Germany con- 
Jcerning mutual assistance in Fastern 
Europe. ‘The general tone of the 
proposals was that Germany would 
be uccorded equality of armament 
it she would fall into line with 
the other Great Powers and also the 
League. Germany, however, was 
Inot {o be drawn into any such 
rangement, despite the fact that 
Russia was prepared to come in. 
Germany was busy rearming in 
violation of the treaties, and event- 
jually announced the formation of 
Jan army of 500,000 and the inten- 
tion to rearm in the air, which in- 
Jdced was accomplished ‘so quickly 
that it is apparent that Germany 
fhad been making extensive secret’ 
preparations for a long time be- 
fore. ‘The situation at thar time 
was extremely grave, with the re- 
isuit that Russia and France con- 














Jcluded a pact of mutual assistance 
within the framework of the League 
while Russia continue her method 
lof securing other alliances designed 
to provide exactly the same type of 
protection, 

The determination with which 
Hor Hitler was proceeding to ignore 
{the commitments of Germany under 
the Treaty of Versailles necessitated 
the situation being regarded in the 
ight of pure realism, and, un- 
Jdcrstanding the implications of these 
developments, Britain entered into 
‘an agreement with Germany where- 
by she was allowed to build up a 
navy equal to 35 per cent, of British 
strength. ‘The agreement called 
forth some very severe criticism on 
the Continent, though it was readily 
apparent that Britain was making 
the best of a situation which had 
already arisen, and which might 

re developed along lines which 
]would have given Germany o navy 
lof even greater strength than that 
‘which has been conceded. It is a 
matter for considerable speculation 
Jas to how far Germany would have 
developed her other arms had her 
jdomands for equality in this respect 
focen admitted earlier. ‘The Saar 
jwas returned to’ Germany carly in 
the year as a result of the plebiscite. 

‘Away back in last January it 
became apparent that the strained

‘The denunciation of the Washing- 
ton Treaty by Japan eventually led

Ty It was opened’ was nearly 
wrecked by the Japanese demand 
for complete parity with Britain and 
the United States, ‘The Con(urence 
is proceeding in an atmoshpkere of 
‘gloom induced by the fear that final 
agreement will not be reached. ‘The 
yyear in the United States is some- 
what difficult to appraise. On the 
balance it is probable that some 
progress towards economic recovery 
yhas been made, but the debits and 
Jeredits are so widespread and rover 
so large a portion of the economic 
structure that the total favourable 
balance is not suMcient to have any 
great effect on the fortunes. of the 
nation. ‘To some extent that may 
be due to the severe blows which 
have been given 40 the New Deal 
in the Courts, Final judgment by 
the United States Supreme Court 
has not been given in all the cases 
where the _constitutionality of 
certain provisions of the New 
Deal has been donied, but the 
chaotic situation thus caused 
brought about a lack of that con= 
fidence which is imperatively neces- 
sary if real substantial progress is 
to be made toward prosperity. ‘The 
prospects of Mr. Roosevelt's success 
at the presidential election to be 
held this year are being actively 
canvassed and the impression seems 
to be gaining ground that his 
policies are not now so popular as 
they once were, and that if a really 
popular Republican candidate could 
be found, the chances of his re-elec~ 
tion for a second term as president 
would be poor. 

Enough has been indicated in this 
brief glance round the affairs of 
the world during the past twelve 
months to indicate the trying time 
through which it is passing. One 
of the most striking facts is the 
forbearance which has greoted the 
various shattering blows admivister= 
‘ed {0 the international political 
structure as set up by the Treaty 
of Versailles. That may cither arise 
from a recognition that the ‘Treaty 
was an exceptionally faulty doc= 
ument or realisation that strong, 
virile nations will not long be 
denied what they conecive to be 
their rights, In either event the 
outlook for the fulure is serious. Tt 
is no exaggeration to say that the 
New Year may sce the outbreak of 
hostilities on a universal scale. ‘The 
danger is not so much with the 
sonctionist powers, but with the 
possible frustration ‘of Italian ambl- 
tion in Ethiopia itself. ‘Thue it is 
apparent that the greatest possible 
amount of patience will have to be

Nanking, Dec. 27, 

A. sensation was caused in the 
capital to-day by the news that a 
high military officer attempted 
to commit sulcide yesterday at the 
Sun Yat-sen Mausoleum, 

‘According to. semi-ofiicial reports, 
Gen, Su Fan-ling, Chiet-of-Stat of 
the newly-organized Ist Army Corps, 
relurned to Nanking last month from 
the Northwest, via Pelping and 
Tientsin, Disturbed by the national 
crisis, shortly after four o'clock 
yesterday afternoon he went 
io ‘the Sun Yat-sen Mausoleum 
and stabbed himself in the 
side with a dagger. He was still 
conscious when, nearly three hours 
later, he was found outside the main 
hall" of the Mausoleum by some 
(rlends who were worried over his 
absence. He was immediately token 
to. the Central Hospital, where his 
Injuries were found to’ be serious. 
He is, however, expected to recover,

‘most of the silver, and the twenty per 
cent. premium ‘given by Canton 
authorities is intended to encourage 
the sale of silver.” 

‘Mr. Chue sald that the Intention of 
the Government was somowhat mis- 
understood, and the public thought it 
‘meant a devaluation of the legal ten- 
‘der, However, such misunderstanding 
uraduidly has disappeared and fnan- 
‘cial conditions in Kuangtung have 
fagain returned to normal, 

‘According to Mr. Chue, the Govern- 
ment tanks. are doing all in’ tholr 
power to ease the diMoulties arising 
from the shortage of subsidiary notes.

ficits in cash, 

‘All the banks have now redeemed 
their uneashable monetary docu 
ments, but the provincial authorities 
are still short by some $1,500,000 with 
which to complete the redemption of 
their "House Clearing Certificates.” 
A. wire has now been sent to the 
Ministry of Finance to instruct the 
Bank of China, Chungking, to loun 
this amount to the Szechuen Govern- 
ment for this purpose. 

It is said that should this be done, 
the slight difference existing between 
‘the national and the local currencies 
will disappear. ‘The Szechuen Gov- 
lernment, however, is confident that 
feven if the request were turned down 
by the Ministry of Finanee, it would 
be able to procure sufcient funds to 
meet the defieit by the end of the 
month.

Seeking Sites for Offices, 
Residences 
rom Oun Own Comsaronoeer

‘Much attention has been drawn to 
the visits of the consuls-general of 
Great Britain, ‘the United States of 
‘America and ‘Germany to this clty 
‘and thelr calls on the Forelgn Omee 
of Manchoukuo, and though these 
visits were designated as courtesy 
‘ones, they go to prove that the coun- 
tres which they represent are desir- 
‘ous of coming into closer touch with 
the leaders of the Manchoukuo Gov- 
ernment, even though recognition of 
the Empire has not yet been vouch- 
Safed by the Governments which 
‘these officials’ represent.

‘The Empire is Mrmly established, it 
thas postal and telegraphic communt- 
cation with the whole world and the 
Government. is steadily "improving 
the condition of the country and the 
poople.

‘The visa to China is of no 
value in Manchoukuo, and though 
consuls cannot oMlally recognize the 
Manchoukuo regulations regarding 
visas and passports, they cannot com~ 
pel the local authorities to. accept 
their views on the subject.

Inquest on Mr. A. F. TE. Wizgin| 


‘An inquest was opened in HAM. 
Police Court on Monday, Dee. 23, on 
the body of Mr. A. F. H. Wigein, 
counsellor to the British Embassy in 
who. was found dead in his 
cabin on board the ss. President Me- 
Kinley when that vessel was on the 
way. here from Hongkong. After 
hearing the testimony of several wit~ 
ness. principally members of the 
President McKinley's crew, Mr. C. H. 
Haines, H, M. Coroner, adjourned the 
inquce! to 1030. am, Tuesday. 

Dr. John Hf, Morrison, ship's doctor, 
testified that he went to cabin 129 of 
Saturday night at about 830 o'clock. 
jupon receiving instructions from the 
captain. He found the body of Mr. 
Wiggin Iying face downwards on the 
oor, the left side of his face shatter- 
Jed as a result of the firing of a gun 
at close range, Lying near the de- 
‘ceased was a double-barrel shot-cun, 
"Tho body ‘was still warm, and death. 
must have occurred round about 745, 
Pan.

Case Against Policemen 

Serat, Ernest William Peters, aged 
31, and Probationary Sera, William 
Alfred Juda, aged 26, both of the 
Shanghal Munleipal Police, again ap-

jin animation in the sir. ‘There was 
fa time when romancers who derived 
thelr ideas of aviation from the 
‘balloon conceived all sorts of 
Hfantastic possibilities. Jules Verne 
sent his dirigible round the world. 
{in the Prussian siege of Paris bal~ 
loons were used for a distinct 
military purpose. In the Great War 
‘balloons were used very success~ 
fully for observation purposes 
although they represented marvel~ 
lous targets for scouting airmen. 
[Since then this original contribution 
{to aeronautical science has played 
Ja small part beyond its conversion 
land development into a motor-pro- 
[pelled airship. Stratosphere ascents 
Jare of prime importance to science, 
fheights of 15 miles, having been 
freached,”but they have little appeal 
{to the imagination. Even the 
Gordon Dennett balloon race every 
year provides intere..ing results but 
[yields in attention to the magic of 
[the heavier-than-air craft which 
Ihave reduced this globe of ours to 
{incredible small dimensions. 
‘Yet the importance of the balloon 
should not be minimized. On 
January 7 next falls the 151st an- 
Iniversary of one of the greatest 
jevents of the eighteenth century—| 
the first air crossing of the English 
Channel. ‘This was by a balloon 
lcarrying M. Jean Pierre Blanchard 
land Dr. J. Jeffries, an American 
physician, Not only did this fight 
lestablish the feasibility of the 
‘balloon but it represented the first 
jeross-channel flight which was not 
lequalied by heavier-than-air craft 
until July 25, 1909, when Bleriot in 
his monoplane, powered with a 25 
horse power engine, made the fight 
lot 26 miles in 37 minutes. Blan- 
chard was one of the most cele- 
{brated of the earlier acronauts. ‘The 
journey was marked by a peculiar 
incident, which, oddly enough, took 
place just before the start, when a 
young man jumped into the car, 
ldrew his sword, and, in a deter 
Imined voice, declared his intention 
of accompanying Blanchard on the 
‘trip. In these days, when, in spite 
lof developments in air safety, many 
people are disinclined to go up in 
an aeroplane, this incident may be 
regarded as showing commendable 
courage and initiative. ‘The en- 
'thusiast was éventually removed by 
force. It has been incorreetly stated 
that this man was Napoleon 
Bonaparte, but in reality his name 
was Dupont de Chambon. 














During the actual journey, Blan- 
lchard and his companion, who 
started from Dover, discovered 
when they were about one third of 
the way across that the balloon was 
descending, and they threw every-_ 
thing possible out of the balloon to. 
ighten it. When they had com- 
pleted about three-quarters of the 
journey, they found that they were| 
Jagain descending, and this time they 
had to throw out not only the 
Janchor and cords but also part of] 
{their clothing, which they hurriedly 
stripped off. Fortunately, they then 
found that ‘the balloon was rising| 
Jas their last resource would have 
fbeen to cut away the car. As 
they approached the coast, the bal- 
jioon rose and deseribed a magnif- 
jcent arch over the land, and they 
Jeventually descended in'the forest 
Jot Guinnes. 

A second attempt to conquer the 
|Channel by balloon had a far less 
fortunate ending. On June 15, 1785, 
Pilatre de Rozier planned a journey 
Jacross the Channel in the opposite 
Jdirection, crossing to England from 
Boulogne. A double balloon was 
[contrived for the exploit, consisting | 
jot a “fire balloon,” inflated by 
means of air inside the envelope, 








Jand above this a gas balloon, the 
idea being that by increasing or 


Jdccreasing the fire, it would be pos- 

le to ascend or descend without 
waste of gas. Accompanied by| 
Janother aeronaut, Rozier set off on 
fhis hazardous trip and for rather 
fess than half an hour all went well. 
JSuddenly, the whole apparatus 
burst into lames, and the unfor- 
tunate adventurers crashed to the 
ground from a height estimated os 
3,000 feet. Rozier was killed on the 
‘spot, and Romain only survived for 
about ten minutes, A monument 
|was erected on the spot where they 
fell, which was near the seashore, 
Jand only four miles from the start 
ing-point. 





‘The balloon was actually invented 
lby two brothers, Joseph and Jacques 
JMontgolfier, sons of a large and 
jeclebrated ' paper-maker at An- 
Inonay, about 40 miles from Lyons. 
Through observing the suspension 
lof clouds in the atmosphere, the 
brothers hit on the idea of enclosing, 
vapour in a large and very ‘ight 
‘bag, the supposition being that the 
[vapour would rise and carry the 
bag with it into the air. The truth 
lof this supposition was proved by 
Jan experiment carried out in 178: 
}wnen the brothers inflated some 
bags with smoke from a fire un- 
[derneath, and found that either the 
fire or some vapour emitted from 
it carried the bag into the air. 
[Delighted with the success of their 
lexperiment, they decided to stage 
1a big public demonstration, to which 
they invited the States of Vivarais 
then assembled at Annonay. 01 
JJune 5, 1783, in the presence of a 
Narge crowd ‘of spectators, a linen 
inflated over a fire fed with bundles 
lof chopped straw. When released, 
it rose rapidly to a great height, and. 
Jafter ten minutes, descended ‘at a 
Jdistance of about’ one and a half 
miles from its starting point. The 
Jdescription of the experiment which 
immediately followed ‘this sucress- 
ful demonstration reads amusingly. 
Barthelemi Faujas de Saint-Ford, 
afterwards a professor of geology in 
France, started a subscription for| 
paying for the expenses of repeating 
{the experiment. ‘The balloon was 
jeonstructed by another couple of 
brothers, and was filled with 
hydrogen gas. Bulletins were iesued 
daily deseribing the progress ot the 
inflation, and the crowd was 0 
great that on the 26th the balloon 
jwas moved secretly by night to the 
Champ de Mars, a distance of two 
miles. On the ‘next day, an im- 
Jmense gathering covered every 
available spot on the Champ de 
Marz, and about five o'clock a can~ 
‘non was discharged as the signal for 
{the ascent. ‘The balloon rose rapidly 
to a height of about 3,000 fect. A 
shower of rain began to fall directly 
it had left the earth, but did not 
check its progress, and the excite- 
ment became so great that thou 
ands of well-dressed spectators, in 
jeluding many women, stood 'ex- 
posed, and watched it intently the 
jwhole time it was in sight, the 
result being that they were drench- 
jed lo the skin, After remaining| 
{in the air for about three quarters 
fof an hour, the balloon fell in a 
ficld about’ 15 miles away, and 
alarmed the simple peasant folk 
to such an extent that they tore it 
into shreds. 











‘The first human being ever to 
ascend in a balloon was Jean 
Francois Pilatre de Rozier, a native 
Jof Metz. On October 15, 1783, and 
jon subsequent days, he made several 
ascents in a captive balloon, at- 
tached to the ground by ropes, and 
demonstrated that there was no 
difficulty in taking up fuel and fecd- 
jing the fire in the envelope, On 
November 21, of the same year, 
Pilatre de Rozier and the Marquis 
a’Arlandes first trusted themselves 
to a free fire-balloon, ascending 
from a garden in the Bols de 
Boulogne. ‘The attempt was com- 
pletely successful. Although, trom 
{these accounts, it would appear that 
the French were the people prin- 
‘cipally concerned in the develop- 
[ment of the balloon, other countries 
Jwere also engaged’ in experiments 
and researches on the use of gas| 
for inflating balloons were carried 
Jon at Philadelphia almost at the 
same time as the experiments of 
the Montgolfiers. Two members of 
the Philosophical Society of Phita- 
Jdelphia constructed a machine con- 
sisting of 47 small hydrogen gas 








‘balloons attached to a car, and, after 
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jseverat preliminary experiments, in 
[which animals were let up to a 
certain height by means of a rope, 
fa carpenter by the name of James 
[witcox was induced to enter the 
car for a small sum of money. ‘The 
learpenter fully earned his salary. 
as he had an exciting journey after 
the ropes were cut, remaining in the 
fair for ten minutes, and being able 
{to descend only by making incisions 
in a number of the balloons, through 
fear of falling into the river. 


Experiments were started in Eng~ 
land five months after the Mont- 
jgolfiers sent heir balloon into the 
fair, but the first balloon to be sent 
jup'in England was constructed by 
jan Italian, Count Fransesco Zam~ 
beceari, who was in London at the 
time. "It was launched from the 
Artillery Ground, and landed near 
Petworth, in Sussex, about 48 miles 
from London. ‘The English had the- 
honour of constructing the first 
balloon to make a cross-channel 
flight, although it did not contain a 
human being, and therefore cannot 
[be said to rival the achievement of M. 
Blanchard and Dr. Jeffries. Filled 
jwith hydrogen gas, the balloon 
Jascended from Sandwich, and Jand- 
jed at Warneton, in Flanders, ‘The 
first person to rise into the air from 
British ground was Mr. J. ‘Tyler, 
jwho ascended from the Comely 
Gardens, Edinburgh, on August 27, 
1784, in a fire balloon of his own 
construction, He managed to travel 
to a spot only half a mile distant, 


‘The day of the balloon is not over. 
For stratosphere trips the balloon 
is the ideal means of ascent for in 
powered craft there are important 
technical and mechanical questions 
to be overcome in navigating ‘stich 
‘a machine in a rarified atmosphere, 
‘Such questions do not arise in the 
‘ease of the balloon and as the two 
American aviators recently de~ 
monstrated when they reached the 
highest point ever achieved by man 
for the highly developed scientifle 
needs for which such ascents are 
undertaken the balloon is not the 
unwieldy, unmanageable contrap- 
tion which earlier ventures would 
ead one to believe, The American 
[stratosphere balloon was brought to 
Jearth safely after its record trip and 
]was anchored and deflated as easily 
jas if it had been a powered machine, 
[Speeds, distances and altitudes are 
still the ambition of man but in the 
fatter respect the balloon is still the 
Jdominant cratt, and as those mystic 
regions high above the clouds where 
cosmic rays and other phenomena 
represent as vast a fleld of explora~ 
{ion as any geographical area or 
physical science are still challenging 
the intelligence of man to penetrate 
ind elucidate the humble, clumsy

Business Revival in Chungking

Any ian whose time is worth ten 
dollars a day will scarcely hesitate 
to fly to Szechuen.

Appronehing Chungking 

‘There was wonder and majesty fn 
the ‘river 0 far below us, yet not 
so distant but that we could observe 
the swift lines of current, the white 
ripples that were scelting "rapids,

Faulting their black boat-bettles slowly 
up the course. But who could: drin'e 
in all the gandeur of the Yangizz 
Gorges in an hour?

They re- 
resented various vocations and were 
gathered from numerous places, com- 
Ing even from the romantic confines 
of Tibet. We learned of other travel-

All through ‘the 
‘mountainous country between Ietan 
and Chengtu there are myeiads of 
single houses, often very far removed 
from any other. A’ single root may 
cover a horde’ of people. but it is 
probable that the rough hillsides and 
small flelds eannot support more than 
single families. ‘The situation is very. 
different in the Han River Valley 
where the typical village is a long 
single row of houses, sometimes 
stretching for several Ii along’ are 
row street or some waterway, and 
in the Chengtu plain where the vill- 
ages luster in ‘such large numbers 
fas to leave little doubt that this Is 
fone of the richest, most densely 
Populated farm areas in the world, 

‘There was little time to contemplate 
these things, however,” before ou 
pilot pointed ahead to the long grey 
Line of tke massive elty wall, “W?

Intercession

It Is seldom shat we who live in the

hrarts of eastern Asia for many yeurs, 
find thought myself possessed of n fair 
share of Nonehalance—but now T must 
‘ein again to build up a sophisticated 
nuvi, for 1 have seen the Festival 
of Intercession held. this autumn in 
Canton! Such a bizarre, dazzling. and 
fexotle spectacle it has not been my 
food fortune to experience before,

‘amous Tenevolent Institution 
Canton possesses in its Pong Bin 
Hospital a famous benevolent institu 
lon which, besides earing for the 
ailing, poor and serving as a last re- 
fugo of those whose relntives—fcoring, 
the onus of a doth in the heme— 
boring them ere to pass. their last 
es to bury all une 
Individuals found dead in the 
1d victims of major eatastrophes 
Ruch as fires or floods. This hospital, 
ns in previous years, co-ooerated with 
Ainunaber of well-lenown Buddhist and 
‘Taoist monasteries all over the prov 
nee of Kuangtung to arrange a series 
‘of ceremonies of Intercession for the 
dead: the special magnif~ence and size 
fof tho affair this year «..aeted many 
thousands of sightseers besides nume- 
Tous devotecs who took advantare of 
‘the opportunities afforded in connec 
tion with prayers for thelr ancestors. 
Profits from the fees and donations 
pald in, afler the considerable ex- 
Denses of tho enterpriso wore met, 
Went mainly to ald in the benm-velent 
protects of the Fung Bin Hosp. 
‘We learned of the existence of this 
Festival of Intereession only a dey oF 
two keforo the allotted ten days were 
up, and Immediately a small party of 
Intorested foreigners went into Canton 
city, and took rickshaws to the 
hospital. Long before we reached tho 
site nl the ceremonies (a large vocant 
‘area near tho hospital, just north= 
‘west of the famed Goddess-of-Merey 
HUI), we were forced to abandon our 
conveyances and work our way on 
foot through enormous throngs 
simiterly bent on visiting the spectable. 
































‘Thousands of Electrle Lights 


In the distance could be seen an im= 
mense tower spangled with thousands 
of elretrie bulbs whore radiance made 
ita landmark for miles. The tower 
hhnd not been there two weeks detore 
Swent along by the crowd, we trvdned 
through an extended passageway lined 
with hundreds of red strips of paper 
pasted longitudinally on the walls, 
bearng characters which indicate the 
names" of ‘and amounts given by 
hnumecous donors to the festival, Half 
the boars in Canton had chosen this 
venue as propitious hunting groun 
and we had a gristy gauntlet to run 
bofor reaching the entrance to the 
hospital rounds, The institution , 
self was open o visitors, but we} 
were swing along with the throng 
toward the building which supported | 
the 200-foot shining, tower. 

For these of us in southeastern 
China who are familiar with the 
marvollous theatre matsheds flung to- 
uther for a few days’ use yet capable 
of seating thousands, no miracles with 
poles, bamboo, and. thafeh can be a 
complete surprise: but the enormous 
structure which now lonmed. catho- 
Aralefushon before us, with its main 
‘and subsidiary towers, was almost 
in a elnss by itself, Tt _must_ have 
been aver one 100 yards long. and 
almost as wide, with a ceiling perhaps 
50 fect ahave ‘the earth floor,” But T 
fam antlelpating, for the fiest’alimpse 
‘we had of the facade of the front of 
the “emple,” entirely aside from its 

















dimensions,’ yavo. us perhaps the 
sveatest thrill of the entire ex- 
perience! 


Five Thousand Of Lamps 


A bumble wick-burning oil lamp is 
not ea aesthetic object—but Imagine 
about 5,000 brightly-decorated oil 
Jamps all burning with a smoky 
yellow ylare, and yrouped like gar- 
Bantuan bunches of grapes in 100 In- 
credible chandeliers suspended trom 
the facade without and the ceiling 
within at every conceivable point 
Imagine these myriad lights augment- 
ed by the hissing ineandescence uf 
scores of fas-mantie lanterns hun 2 
strategie interstices, And imagine this 
fairyland of illumination reflected 
upon—not the coarse bamboo thatch. 
nol—but a facade, walls, ceilings, 
pillars and cornices covered with a) 
profusion of gilt Mllgree wooden and 
fingel carving ornamented with glass 
fand sparklers, a dazzle of tiny fieures, 
seenes, designs, pagodas and other

bits of decoration impossible to 
ontimerate! 

It was Aladdin's palace come true, 
for the intricate traceries upon whieh 
whielt we gazed enthralled were not 
mere brle-a-brac thrown together for| 
n week's view, but work wreught 
carefelly (o endure! Tt was some time 
[before the more veteran members of| 
our party reravered sufficiently to 
Feallze that all this decoration was in 
units or sections adroitly dovetailed 
Jand ‘fabricated together to hide and 
Jembellish the bamboo framework of 
fagade and wall. 

"The principle is substantially the 
same ag that used for the ornamenta- 
on of the exotic triumphal-arches: 
whieh’ span Canton and Honekong 
streets on jubilee days; these decora~ 
tions, however, were far more autistic 
and af @ greater delicacy and magnil~ 
cence. Not often during a given 
jeentury are they summoned from thetr| 
Slorehouses to sparkle for the hol 
polfol as they were doing this festival 
week. 


Acconted Piteh of Curiosity 

It must be borne in mind, then, that 
this delirious eoruseation of light and 
reflection set the key for our reaction 
to the sights In, store for us within 
the ““eathedral.” ‘The throngs of 
native sightseers must have felt fome- 
‘what ef the same exhilaration, for the 
folk cf all classes and walks of life 
exhibited an accented pitch of 
curiosity coupled with roistering quite 
lunudual in the sullen city streets. 
Remete hsiens must have been ro- 
presented in the crowds, for certain 
eeuliar headdresses and metal halr- 
ornaments on various women In 
dicated that they had indeed strayed 
far from thelr upriver or mountain 
fastnesses. At any other occasion we 
would! have enjoyed pausing to study 
the frees ond dress of the sightseers 
who hemmed us in on all sides, But 


‘not oa this onet 
Under the astonishing drifts of light 
we entered th nd gaped with 
wonder. Ke 
for most of the event 
erect use of shoulders and elbows we 
tunnelled our way through the erowds| 
toward the right hand, and there be- 
held half of the chief exhibit feature 
which lined the two lengthwise walls, 
namely, a graphie sculptural repre: 
sentation of the eighteen “hells” so 
famous in Buddhist eosmogony! 


Speclally Fashioned “Hells” 


Each “hol!” was fashioned in the 
following manner: a space adjoining 
the wall was railed off, and within, 
ja series of ascending and receding. 
Tevels (in the manner of giant sicps) 
yhad been prepared, with partitions. 
separating It trom fis neighbour sec- 
tions. Furthermore, decorations and 
jeanopies were so afranged as to eause 
jeach higher level to be more restricted 
than’ the one immediately below, so 
that the apex” of the pyramidal 
structure, high above the ‘heads of 
onlockers, was large enough to hold 
only the dignified Image of the deity. 
presiding over the particular nook of 
Hades concerned. 

‘On the steps’ immediately below 
were figures of judges, advocates. and 
atiencants, 2 few being dressed—in~ 
Jcongruousiy enough—in what wac in- 
tended to be foreign costume. 
Further down, on the evels opposite 

















































fascinaGing groups of criminals and 
thelr torturers. T must nol noglect to 
say that the ymannikins composing 
these scenes wero half life-size, thelr 
bodies made of coloured paper mould 
fed over bamboo framework, with 
heads of papler-mache or elay—pup- 
pels somewhat stiff but exhibiting a 
feertam vigour, and given plenty of 
fapplied expression! Whereas the faces 
Jof the majority of the mannikins were 
white, the faces and upper bodies of 
the ‘wretched vielims (who were 
kenerally represented as stripped to 
the waist) were painted gruesome 
jeray. 








Criminals and Guards 


Most of them were shown Ia 
ing in ehains, or bound to pos 

‘the hands of burly and’ sadist 
auards. One we noted wearing 
feangue (a portable but very uncom= 
ortable edition of the” Western 
stocks”), while another, whose fingers 

ind toes) were “supposed to be cut 

off, was suspended in a, horfzontal 
position with arms and feet jerked 
backward so. that the wrists “and 
ankles could be tied together by a 
single rope swinging from a galiows— 
harrowing sight.  Yot anothe: 
Temarkable to relate, was spread 
Jenzled toa rude ercss, though the 
hicthed of fastening was by cords 
athe: than by spikes. 

‘The onlookers gazed at _ these 
Jrorments with a shuddering sympathy: 
‘quite consonant with that engendered 
by the sight of real human belngs in 
ike plight; for were these no re- 
presentations of what might oceur to 
jeach and every one of them when 
their sins rose up in accusation after 
death? As T glimpsed the fascinated 


























nnd’ nearer to our eyes, were the! 


faces of the coolie-women and street 
lurching around me, 1 was comforted 
mightily in my possession of a back~ 
ground of religion 
Ealeulated to allow me to look upon 
these “hells” with ‘naught but an 
Sbfeetive and detached wonder. 


Realist Punishment. 


In a number of the niches, however, 
the major tortures characteristic of 
the representation of these “hells” in 
some Buddhist temples (1 am thinking 
of the excruciating depictions in the 
feity temple of ‘Yushan, Chekiang) 
‘were not shown in detail. On the 
‘other hand several of the crimes for 
Which particular "hells" were design- 
‘ed a5 punishment were therein shown 
in action. For instance, within one 
fiche a sedan chair bearing a man- 
arin was in process of being “eld 
‘up by a couple of very convincing 
yuMans armed—believe it or not—with 
Imitation Mauser pistols, One of the 
chalr-earriers, looking "indeed sur- 
prised, was in the aet of falling to the 
Jeround: one ean imagine his bemuse- 
ment at such a rude and forelgn fate, 
when he had no doubt been slain in 
digninea fashion by a bandit’s spear 
in’ the previous conventional repre- 
sentations for these many centuries. 
‘As a matter of fact, the anachtenous 
intrusions of foreign costume and ac- 
fcoutrements (mainly martial, signif 
Jeantly enough) gave a bizarre tinge 
fo the scenes, a flavour which could 
not have been attained by a double 
Jportion of quaininess along precedent 
ines. 

















‘The Sulclde “Hi 

Another “hell” had as" its most 
prominent figure a well-dressed 
{Eentleman who was arrogantly thrust 
ing a sword into his own stomach: 
suicide was evidently the sin in aues- 
tion. Our party. after a minute oF 
two. of contemplation of one scene, 
would nudge a way through the 
‘crowd, which always appeared to bo 
going. the wrong” way, whichever 
Giréetion we took, until we reached 
another niche. 
"Among the sinners we recognized 
‘the gaunt oplum-smoker, the adultoress 
(the only woman depicted in all the 
“helis"), certain types of robbers, 
jgamblers—in fact, all ramifications of 
the seven cardinal sins were present, 
the modern aspects being by no means 
neglected. Much of the detail and 
Jsymbotlsm of the scenes was lost upon 
the Inexperionced members of our 
party, and we were all bewildered by 
the complexity and variety of the 
representations in which at least 500 
manniking were displayed. Dante him- 
relf would have been dismayed in this. 
thronged ball with Its double rank of 
Rrotesque tribunals, 
By this time we found ourselves at 
the end of the hall opposite trom that 
fof our entrance. At the position cor- 
Fesponding to the altar of this “eathe- 
ral” was a raised platform upon 
which drably robed monks and nuns 
were performing intercossionary cere- 
monies. The nuns had completely- 
shaven heads, with Utfle blue cloth 
cirelets relieving the aridity of their 
sleaming pates. 

Bored With Proceedings 

‘The group, which (it must be 
‘admitied) appeared somewhat bores 
with proceedings which had continued 
‘almost unceasingly for several days. 
‘stood of knelt around the {ables, 
droning the masses, or beating little 
Wooden knockers; neither costumes or 
furnishings of the platform seemed to 
be very Unusual. Possibly our party, 
however, did not devote an adequate 
amount of attention to this ceremony, 
{for at the time our attention was pez- 
force given to maintaining our fect In 
the midst of the mob packed around 
this platform! 
It we had experienced dimiculty 
before, now our position appeared 
almes! dangerous, ‘The crowd had 
prebably gazed ils fll upon the plat 
Torm, snd was hot and restless, for 
every few seconds a wave of pushing 
‘would sweep over it, followed by a 
Feaetion as the annoyed stalwarts on 
tthe other side returned the compli- 
ment. An officer at one ond of the 
plalfcrm could be heard rapping out 
‘Angry commands, but received little 
attention, When those nearest its per~ 
fecived the “foreign devils” and the 
Jnews. of our presence spread the 
shoving-process (good-natured but 
somewhat rough) was augmented if 
‘anything, and for a few mintutes our 
‘rtire efforts were bent upon making 
‘2 dignified and nonchalant, but hur- 
ried, exit from the crowd.” This was 
more “atmosphere” than the ladies of 
our party had bargained for! 

‘Once free from the more sardine- 
like portion of the throng, we com- 
pleted the circuit of the “eathedral,” 
“hoting Ghat {ho “hells” lining the other 
‘wall were less intimidating and more 
bearable for the vietims at the judg- 
‘ment seats. We also inspected two 
huge decorated bamboo pagoda- 
shaped structures which ascended 
from the earth floor in the centre of 
the hall, plereed the ceiling, and rose 
toa height of 100 feet (visibie through 
the Ietllce work covering the central 
court), dwarfed only by the main 
[Hower ‘over the entrance. 

‘At this point we were fortunate 
enough to. make contact with an 
English-speaking gentleman connected 
with Ue Hospital, who was kind 
enough to gulde us during the next 
our. Reluctantly we left the magifl- 



































cant “cathedral” and turned to visit 
the assemblage of matsheds, them- 
selves of no inconsiderable size, in 
fwhich the more earnest duties of the 
worshippers were béing carried on. 
‘Access to these buildings was gained 
through runways down which visitors 
jwore admitted every few minutes by 
[groups of fifty or so, in order that the 
‘onrush of humanity would not swamp 
‘the more restricted floor space. 


What Price Religion 


‘The guide indicated that the frst 
set of corridors which we entered was 
the “three-dollar seclion"—-an obszrvi 
tion which after some inquiry we 
found to mean that here the peorest 
jelass of Buddhist or Taoist devotees 
could have the names of their depart 
Jed ones on pasted-up strips of red 
Paper, and could occupy thelr hours 
in wailing and praying before their 
ancestral tablets—all for $3 per strip. 
‘Thousands of these red strips, 
garnished with gold-paper decorations, 
crowded each other in rows along the 
walls, and below them on shelves was 
a profusion of offerings of cakes, 
fruits, Bowls of noodles and wine for 
the material well-being of the de- 
ceased, 

‘All this was striking. but our at~ 
tention was immediately focussed 
‘upon the groups of mourners them= 
selves, “who crouched or squatted 
close by the offering-counte:s, totally 
oblivious of the encircling crowds of 
feurioug watchers—and continued thelr 
Jsobbing  intercessions efor the 
Jsignifeant red strips. Wailings from 
hhundreds of women, all along the cor 
ridors ot this scetion, blended in o 
pathetic minor harmony curious to 
hear, Some of them. 1 was informed, 
had ‘been mourning there virtually 
without cessation for seven day? and 
seven nights! A. friend or relati 
‘would squat nearby preparing a bow! 
‘of rice {9 eat, of lighting another joss 
stick; some fellow-mourners "off-duty" 
‘would be curled up asleep und2r the 
counters, ‘The evident earnestness and 
persistence with which these women, 
hhandkerehiefs covering thelr faces, 
pursued thelr meritorious mournful 
Gevotions was very impressive; it 
made one revise one's judgment con- 
cerning the strength of those ae- 
‘old faiths with the common peopte, 


Private Prayer Rooms 
Next we advanced into a siuntla: but 
Jmore elaborate section, the “five: 
dollar” rooms. Here the strips were 
fa bit more gaudily decorated: the 
mourners were better dressed but 
fewer In number; otherwise the a¥~ 
rangements were essentially the same. 
(Occasionally a framed pholo of a de- 
‘ceased was hing adjoining a red strip 
Jan intriguing intrusion of modernity! 
Bvery pocketbook was catered 1, for 
Jin another section were tiny private 
aleoves, each with decorated altar, 
tablet, and offerings, each niche cost 
ing Sty dollars, In a few of these 
algover mourners were seated draning 
prayers. and beating wooden “fish 
mouths.” but most were cmply: ap- 
parently, as is sometimes evident in 
Western religious practice, there is no 
distinetion between merit gained 
through Mnancial display or personal 
effort. 

‘We were permitted to view ono oF 
two palatial $500 or $1,000 rooms, 
rented by wealthy guilds, Government 
departments, or by a modern depart 
‘ment store for the purpose of honour- 
tng its elerks who had died in st-viee 
during the year. High oMclals and 
military men also had thelr ancostors’ 
ames venerated with gorgeously de- 
corated special rooms, but we saw 
nnone of these srentlemen in the build~ 
sng that event 

‘Ata safe distance from the inflamm- 
able ‘matshed-bulldings was a rude 
tin structure whither many moveners 
wended their way bearing suitcases, 
packets of money, articles of clothing 
and equipment, cven rickshaws and 
automobites—ali fashioned charaeteri- 
stically out of coloured paper and 
‘bamboo, 

Spiritualized Benefits 

A. sigh, and a thrust, and each 
object would vanish through a door 
nto the flames roaring within, there 
presumably to be whirled up in a 
Spiritvatized form of beneft to the 
fwaiting shades, This turnace was 
kept burning, solely from the gifts 
thrown into it, for many hours each 
day of the festival. To us, as watehed, 
inching from the glare of the greedy 
flames as the door swung open, this 
phase of the ceremonies Was the 
epitome of them all—the fascination, 
the wonder, the pathos of it. 

T havo not described it half enous, 
the jostling, wide-eyed onlookers, the 
lexpressionless nuns with secret eyes 
kneeling onthe platform, the little 
children wailing in sympathy with 
their mothers mourning before the 
rows of red papers, the placid sr 
‘clothed woman who kept fashioni 
Jwith infinite care and long curved 
Hinger-nails, a handful of rice-prains 
{on a table surface into occult Chinese 
characters, Neither have I mechanical 
details or figures to present concerning 
the cunception, execution, and results 
of this Festival of Intercession, Tt is 
hhoped however, that these few words 
‘are enough to record a personal im- 
prescion of the different phases of a 
tremendously awesome and fascinat- 
ing Institution repetition of which 
‘on the saine grand seale may not take 
place for another score of years.

‘Our height and a perfectly beautiful 
clear sky gave usa marvellous view

In “Totem” the author advances a 
‘very. startling theory bearing on the 
subject of such societies as “Toc H, 
the Boy Scouts, the ¥.M.C.A. and ali 
similar bodies’ which ‘have os a 
fundamental ideal the inculeation of 
team spirit. Most of us have at 
times wondered, when away from 
the immediate emotion, just where 
some of these led: just what was 
meant by a “chain of Ismps,” or 
what good it did, how the wearing 
‘of a B. P, uniform could help to 
Improve the world, and just what 
‘the real point was’ in paying such 
homage to our “alma mater.” How- 
lever, even though our minds may 
‘have been a little hazy on the sub- 
feet, we still folt’that it all lod, 
though perhaps in an obscure way. 
to some eventual millenium. “Mr. 
Stovin holds a. directly contrary 
view and expounds it very force- 
fully in this book. 























It. ig somewhat diMeult ina

PRAISE AND CRITICISM 


OF THE CHINESE ART 


EXHIBITION: CHRISTMAS MAIL 
By Ouve Dox 


London, Dec. 1, 
no mere fagon de’ parter ‘to 
say that every-one is talking of the 
Chinese Art Exhibition at Burlingtoa 
House. That the “Evening Standard” 
hhas already published ‘four long. 
articles, and is to publish mors, 
speaks for itself: if an evening paper 
Jeannet hit the popular taste, it is not 
Jon evening paper long. All seals for 
half of the 16 lectures on Chinese 
art to be given during the exhibition 
Jare already sold out; a hall three 
times the size of the Royal Society's 
jwould not have held all who wanted 
lo hear the first lecture; and the dally 
Jattendance at the exhibition promis-s 
to make records.

[know nothing of the bronze artistry 
Jof the centuries before Christ, but 
nothing fascinates me more than these 
severe yet incomparably graceful 
urns and bowls, wine-vessels and in- 
jcense-burners. ‘And how marvellous- 
ly alive they are in, spite of their 
three or four thousand years! But 
the life of every object in the ex- 
hibition is its most startling quality.
